COLORCADE. (Tompkins 1952) M-L 37 in. A smoothly cut and stylishly formed flower 
of deep copper orange and rose red smoothly blended into one rich shade of brownish 
red, very close to the shade called Afghan by the Dictionary of Color. There is a 
faint over-all flush of blue on the falls and the clean unveined hafts are touched 
with bright chocolate red on each side of the full yellow beard. Stalks are strong 
with good branching and nice placement of the blooms.

COLUMBIA. (Tompkins 1952) M-VJ,. 36 in. Close to the color plates of Columbia or 
Bonnie Blue by the Dictionary of Color, this medium blue has even more richness 
of coloring than either of the plates. Somewhat reminescent of the old variety 
Narain, it has the same eyeblinding brilliancy, a quality that is seldom seen in blue 
iris and we feel that it is truly an advance in this color class. The medium to large 
flowers have heavy substance, a satiny finish and broad perfectly domed standards 
and widely rounded flaring falls. A full blue tipped beard adds further richness. 
Extremely hardy plants with strong excellently branched stalks. Received H. C. 
award in 1951.

DANCING DEB. (Tompkins 1952) M-L. 38 in. A large and exquisitely formed flower 
of clean light Heliotrope, this has broad ruffled, well domed standards and flaring 
falls so broad and heavily ruffled that they seem to be one full piece, like a billowy 
skirt on a whirling, dancing deb. The stalks are tall with excellent branching and 
perfect placement of each bloom which adds more charm and grace to the dancing 
airy-like flowers. The substance is heavy and the finish is sleek and sparkling. 

A pale lemon beard with Heliotrope tip accents the coloring. Its blood should make this 
a good breeder for a number of color lines such as blends, pinks, blues and whites.

ESCAPADE. (Tompkins 1952) M-L. 36 in. In Escapade we give you a new and truly 
charming escape from conventionalty. Its beautifully formed,, delightfully frilled 
flowers are of rich glowing orchid with a broad band of shimmering gold around 
both standards and falls. One of our own favorites, this has been liked equally 
well by visitors. A delicate color combination, it nevertheless has a subtle gaiety 
that seems to endear it to all who see it. It has very heavy substance and a glit- 
tering satiny finish with good bloom placement on a well branched stalk.

FLAMBOYANCE. (Tompkins 1952). M. 36 in. A truly gigantic iris, this is done in tones 
of glowing mulberry purple, violet and rose. Though it is a grandchild of Ormohr 
it has none of the flower characteristics of the Mohrs but does have the heavy, almost 
leathery substance so typical of these Hybrids. The stalks are extra heavy and strong 
with normal branching. Flowers are very broad petaled and both standards and falls 
have a crimped lacy like edge with a delicate ruffling. Beautiful in a garden clump, 
this also makes a magnificent speciman stalk for the show room.

WALTZ TIME. (Tompkins 1952) M-L. 38 in. This has large flowers of the same size 
and form as Dancing Deb and has the same delightful flare and heavy ruffling. As 
a matter of fact Dancing Deb and Waltz Time are identical in every way except that 
of coloring. Waltz Time is a self of rich Ivory Cream. Not an off white or_an off 
yellow, but true Ivory cream as in the plates by the Dictionary of Color. Further 
color depth is added by a full lemon cream beard and a clean haft that is so wide 
the ruffles rest upon each other. It makes such a fine running mate to Dancing Deb 
that when we think of one we immediately think of the other. As an arrangement tip, 
try Waltz Time, Dancing Deb and Love Story together. Already proving a fine parent, 
this has great possibilities in many lines.

This gigantic light yellow was a real 
Sensation in our garden last year and we feel that it will deserve all the praise and 
attention given it. The flowers have very good form with heavy substance and one 
of the silkiest finishes we have ever seen. Standards are perfectly domed and the 
falls flare horizontally. Stalks are strong and widely branched, though at times it 
has a tendency to throw a Y shaped stalk. However this is no great defect for it 
produces many buds and there are always a number of flowers in bloom at one time

BOLD PAGEANT. (Tompkins 1952) M-L. 40-44 in. A large well formed flower with 
very broad petals, heavy substance and gleaming finish. A self color identical 
to the plate called Indian Copper in the Dictionary of Color. There is in reality 
nothing coppery about it and it is best visualized as a pure light brown. Taken as 
a color alone it would be rather sombre and dull. However, finished off as it is 
in this flower there is something about it that makes even a single stalk a command- 
ing sight and it has drawn visitors to it like a magnet and led numbered seedling 
sales for the past two years. Plants are hardy with tall broad foliage and stalks are 
very strong with excellent branching.

BRIGHT BROCADE. (Tompkins 1952) M-L. 38 in. A most unusual combination of 
colors, this seems to be a real eye catcher. Flowers are quite large with heavy 
substance and good form. Almost a bicolor, the standards are of rich Tyrian gold 
with a faint infusion of violet while the falls are deep Petunia violet with a flush 
of red and gold and a touch of deep gold at the beard. Both standards and falls 
have a deep lacy or Chantilly like edge of sparkling gold. Strong, well branched stalks.

DAYDREAMER. (Tompkins 1952) M-L. 38 in. This is an exceptionally large flower of 
very stately appearance. The form is good with broad domed standards and very 
large round falls. Standards are blended burgandy and brown and the falls are of 
deep ruby red with a rich infusion of brown and mahogany. Strong well branched 
stalks with excellent placement make this an ideal garden clump as well as a fine 
specimen for show purposes.

quality and beauty each year.

HAemerecallis 


One of the most popular perennials of the day, the position of eminence the day- 
lily holds is increasing steadily each season. The flowers range in size from the tiny two 
inch multiflora hybrids to the fullpetaled giants having a spread of six to eight inches 
Their finish varies in many ways. Some appear to be cut from velvet, others are satiny, 
some quite waxy appearing and some so infused with gold dust they appear to be of 
crystalline formation. They also vary in height, ranging from about eighteen inches to well 
over five feet. Through careful selection, you may have bloom in your garden from early 
June until frost. 

We have been hybridizing daylilies since 1936 and have grown several thousand 
seedlings since then. Through the years, some selections have remained outstanding 
each season and have found favor with visitors as well as with ourselves, so we have 
decided to introduce the following varieties and hope that they will also find favor with you. 


1952 INTRODUCTIONS 


CLAIR DE LUNE. (Tompkins 1952) M-L. 36-38 in. A beautifully formed flower with broad 
petals and heavy substance. The petals are full and flat with some recurving at the 
tips where they twist and curl at their points. Sepals are quite broad and follow the 
same lines as the petals which in all gives the flowers a large, full-faced surface, A 
delightful lilt is added by the fluting at the tips of the petals. The color is a deep shade 
of cream which is intensified by a lovely zone marking of pale crystally lemon. The 
plant is very hardy with dark green foliage and strong multiple branched stalks.

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Hybridizing HAints for B eyinnent 
PART TWO 


In continuing this article on hybridizing hints I want to stress the fact as I did last 
year that these are strictly—“Notes and Ideas,’ and while they are my own ideas as to 
varieties and crossings, I am, at your request taking up where I left off on the idea 
last year and I hope that you may find some ideas and theories of use. Copies of last 
years article are still available and will be mailed to you upon request. 


PARENTS IN GENERAL 


I do not believe that anyone can say which is the “Best” parent for any certain 
color and probably all of us who hybridize have certain varieties we like to use and which 
we think are very good. Following is a list of varieties that I think should give good 
results in each given color line. 


PINK: SQ72 is already a proven parent and its offspring Pink Formal and Pink 
Tower are already well known and are proving fine breeders. Pink Tower 
producing some fine new things for me. All of the Hall pinks of course hold unlimited 
possibilities with Dolly Varden, Heritage and Hi-Time giving wonderful seedlings. Love 
Story with its smoothness and unexcelled form is producing fine seedlings both as pod 
and pollen parent. Chiffon Pink is a very fine parent and the new Cloudcap should 
be excellent as it has good branching, tall stalks and large flowers. Most of the pinks 
seem capable of producing an almost endless variety of colors from pure white through 
all the ranges of pink as well as Apricot, Orange, Yellow and Orchid colors. I have 
found that Pink Salmon, Salmon Shell, Tally Ho, Color Carnival and Apricot Supreme 
give the best range of colors with the highest percentage of good seedlings. Twilight 
Sky and Love Story have so far given the highest percentage of pure pinks. Of course 
there are a great many varieties that probably carry the Gene for these pinks that 
haven’t as yet been tried. For instance my own results with Sharkskin which when 
crossed with SQ73 produced a great many pinks. Many of these were quite off the 
Norm, being rich cream toned pinks of thick Magnolia like texture and often with 
yellow beards. Pathfinder is producing some fine things both for the Whitings and 
for myself, these are the largest and most full bodied flowers I have seen in pink and 
are very smooth I do think that the pinks of today can be placed in three classes. 
All of the above might be classed as translucent pinks and it seems to me that they 
very definitely show their relationship. The second class I would say to be the Sass 
pinks for they seem to be of a slightly different type the color smoothly infused in 
and enameled on. The two smoothest colored pinks I have seen to date being Sass 
48-196 and 50-227. Since these stem from Flora Zenor it seems that Flora should 
not be ignored as a parent. Among my own varieties Snowblush is of this type and 
it is a direct child of Flora, These varieties seem to have a form of their own as well as 
a difference in color application. In this class too are both Pink Sails and Garnet Glow. 
They, too, stem from Dore as does Flora Zenor and seem to have the same color 
infusion and difference in form. In the third class I would place the Lapham pinks 
such as Paradise Pink. The Lapham pinks seem to have a still different application 
of coloring. On them the color seems to be very, very heavily powdered on and they 
have no translucent or transparent look nor an appearance of the color being infused 
into the petals. 


I believe that if you will study these different pinks you will be able to see 
this difference in color makeup and form and since each of the three types of pinks 
have desirable characteristics of their own I believe that a deliberate schedule of inter- 
breeding of these lines will produce further advancements. 1 feel that the pinks hold 
many other possibilities in breeding that as yet haven’t been brought out. Many breed- 
ers are working to get reds through the pinks and this I feel is highly possible. One that 
might well be used in this line is Garnet Glow which is from two brown red blends 
but which is itself deep Garnet with a heavy red beard. There is still another field 
that might be tried with the pinks which may open up vast new color vistas and that 
is the use of the pinks in Amoena breeding I have been combining certain of the pinks 
such as Tally Ho, Color Carnival and some other bitoned pink seedlings with definite 
amoenas and neglectas such as Wabash, Extravagana, Three Cheers, Louise Blake 
and the other new type amoenas such as Rhumba Rose, Pinnacle and Lamplit Hour 
I believe this work will bring several new color types. More might be said about this 
work in another year. Real Orange might well come through the pinks as highly 
orange tinted apricots quite often appear in the pinks and I have had one bicolor with 
orchid standards and pure orange falls. I understand Tell Muhlestein bloomed several 
orange seedlings from the pink lines last year so that goal may already be achieved. 
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RED: There are many fine reds and all of them hold great potentialities. Since 
the following are already established as being good parents you can’t go wrong on 
them. Redward, Garden Glory, Lights On, Captain Wells, C. Gersdorff, Diplay, Ranger, 
Red Valor and Action Front as well as others. My own best results have come from 
working along several lines, at times inbreeding and at times outbreeding or combining 
several different lines. I do consider some varieties unfailing parents for reds—varieties 
that are not themselves red. These are Casa Morena, Cape Bon and Jasper Agate. 
Rocket and Damascus, though orange, are both good parents for red. I would say it was 
the great predominance of red in the seedlings from Damascus that led to the breeding lines 
that have given me my present reds such as Aria, which is a sure fire parent, and Manana 
which is the parent of No. 50-90. Kwilsena, Apex, Bandit, Britannia, Caravan, Dark 
Fire and Ebony Echo are also producing fine clean seedlings in good red colors. These 
all involve Casa Morena, Cape Bon, Garden Glory, Jasper Agate, Redward, Damascus 
and Rocket in their ancestry and if you will follow the parentage through on each you will 
see where various lines have been brought together. 


Of course there are numerous other ways in which one might achieve red. I am 
also trying to reach bright red by working through the deep flamingo and magenta 
red or purples with the red beards. Mr. Lapham tells me he is working this line 
also, as is Henry Sass, so you too might keep this in mind when working for your “Red.” 


BENDS: Good parents here are too numerous to list but good seedlings from 
the following should be endless. Tobacco Road, Sultans Robe, Casa Morena, Melodist, 
Mirabelle, Veishea, Three Oaks, Gypsy Rose, Cape Bon, Lady Albright, Russet. Wings, 
Miogem, Honeyflow, Argus Pheasant, Pretty Quadroon, Copperclad, Arab Chief and 
many more both old and new. 


WHITES: There are now a number of very fine whites available in a wide price 
range, all of which seem to be fine parents. Among them are Katherine Fay, Cathedral 
Dome, White Goddess, Sharkskin, Snow Carnival, Snow Flurry, Chi Yun, Spanish 
Peaks and Lady Boscawen. Among good parents for Icy or blue whites I have found 
the following to be very good: White City, And Thou, White Wedgewood, Mount Blanc 
and White Waters. 


PLICATAS: This field is so large, possibilities endless and variations so great 
that almost any cross seems to give something lovely and unexpected. I feel that here 
you will be able to use almost any varieties and get something you will like. You 
may use direct plicata parents or any one of a vast number of varieties that are not 
plicatas but do carry plicata blood in their background. I have found that certain 
varieties do carry fine color and form into their seedlings. Tiffanja, Ruth Pollock, 
Occidental, Rare, Marble, Bright Lights, Firecracker and Blue Shimmer all seem to carry 
fine form and color as should their descendents. Captivation is giving me an extremely 
high percentage of good seedlings. Older Tiffany seems to be behind a lot of fine new 
things some of the above included as well as the stunning Josephs Mantle, Weirdie 
and Rich Raiment and others by Tom Craig. 


BLUES: In this class we find Great Lakes still holding its own as a top notch parent. 
We now have about all the “size” we need and the battle for “color” and ‘‘smoothness” 
seems to be on. Almost any blue listed should be interesting. I would say to select those 
that are best for color and those most free from veining except for the fact that many 
veined flowers such as Lake Shannon do not carry a lot of veining into the second 
generation so certainly some of them are good parents. Personally I consider Lake 
Shannon very blue as is Lake Huron, Stratosphere Blue, Cornflower and Blue Valley 
and many more . While these may be veined we will get a percentage of clean blues 
even the first generation so I would suggest working varieties such as these with clean 
unveined varieties such as Cahokia, Blue Rhythm, Pierre Menard, Gloriole, Frosty 
Blue, Distance and others of that type. I have been working up a line from Narain 
which while an old variety is still one of the brightest blues in the garden and 
probably one that has been the least used as a parent. It has a quality in its coloring 
that fairly seems to shout at you, a quality which it seems to impart to its progeny. 
A blue bearded sister to Courtesy when crossed with a blue from Annabel and Narain, 
gave me a host of fine blues from which I have chosen Columbia for introduction. 
The whole cross produced blues with the same brilliance of Narain but with almost 
perfect blue color even to the beards. And while I have not done so, I should like to 
see crosses made with Narain involving other blues such.as Cahokia, Helen McGregor, 
Great Lakes, Azure Skies, Gloriole, Chivalry, Windsor, Consolation and others including 
whites. Helen McGregor seems to be a fine parent as anyone who has seen Guy Rogers new 
Senorita Ilse and Lady Rogers, can testify. They came from Helen McGregor as the pod 
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parent with Sylvia Murray as pollen parent and both are as fine as anything I have ever 
seen. 

Galway Bay with its fine branching, excellent form and pure light coloring should 
be a fine parent. 


YELLOWS: We have many fine yellows today, but I can remember when Alta 
California and Happy Days were the high points of my garden; I can remember the 
thrill that was mine when I first saw Golden Spike and Spun Gold; I can remember the 
gasp that Gold sovereign brought, so who knows what tomorrow will bring? If you 
are a beginner to hybridizing—don’t, as some wrote me, think that the ultimate has 
been reached in this class, the ultimate is never reached. There is no difference 
between then and now as far as you are concerned—except you will be starting out 
with things like Gold Sovereign, Zantha, Ola Kala, Nova Grande and the like where 
we older hands started out with the aforementioned Alta California and Happy Days. 
Don’t worry about it, your tomorrows and tomorrows children will be different. If I 
were starting out from “scratch,” which I always am, I think I would get a few different 
lines going. For smoothness and clarity of color I would use Zantha, Golden Eagle, 
Nova Grande, Golden Rule, Cloth of Gold and Guiding Star or Goldbeater, Golden Spike, 
Klondyke Gold and Late Sun. Besides smoothness these would hold for size. To step 
up brightness I would use Gold Sovereign, Lodestone, Damascus, Rocket, Orange Gem 
and such reds as Aria, Technicolor, and Quechee. Any number of combinations could 
be had with equally numerous results. 


LEMON YELLOW: There are in my estimation two different types of Lemon 
Yelows. There are those that stem directly ‘from yellow breeding such as Admiration, 
Acadia, Katy and Guiding Star which is the best example of this type I have seen. 
These lemons might be called byproducts of yellow breeding but much might be done 
with them. I have segregated a number of the type from various lines and plan on 
further work here. The other type of Lemon yellow comes from plicata breeding and 
we have a number of them that can be worked with, from the old but still lovely 
Elsa Sass up to the new and stunning varieties such as Clear Sailing, Mattie Gates, 
Moonlight Mood and Belle Amie. These could be used with others of the type such 
as Leading Lady, Golden Fleece, Moonlight Madonna and Misty Gold. All of these 
are from plicata breeding with the possible exception of Leading Lady and all have 
much white in their makeup. Interesting results should come from direct crossing of 
these plicata derivatives. However, the most interesting results will probably be 
obtained by using them with direct plicatas. 


BLACKS: I have done no great amount of work in this line but would suggest 
the use of Paul Cooks varieties such as Sable and Indiana Night as well as DeForests 
Envoy and Ebony Isle and Schreiners Black Forest. Storm King and is derivatives 
seem to be good, Dusky Night and Ebony Queen should be useful here as well as The In- 
truder. The newer Black Hills, Black Diamond, Black Satin and Sable Night should all be 
excellent. 


AMOENAS: In this class we have Wabash, Extravaganza, Louise Blake, Helen 
Collingwood, Gaylord, Criterion and a number of others. Wabash is now said to be 
surpassed by Gaylord and Criterion. I think in breeding these, one should perhaps 
place Neglectas such as Lothario, Three Cheers, Amigo and some of the above all in 
the class with the amoenas. Other things might be used such as Three Sisters, Shannopin, 
Rhumba Rose as well as the light yellow amoenas Pinnacle, Lamplit Hour and Fairday. 
Further possibilities in this class are the shell or flamingo pinks. (See Pink class).
